There are at present in China four 
l.itM)ratories for the nmnufacture of 
vaci'incs, while preparations are un- 
der way for the estHblislinient of a' 
fifth one, at Peking, according to the 
Scientific .\nierican. The laboratory 
at ITongkoMfT manufactures small 
por, plague, typhoid and other bac- 
terial vaccines. 

In Shanghai there are two labora 
toriee— one conducted by the munici' 
pality, and niHinifacturiiii^ sinallpoi, 
typhoid and oilier vaiviiien, and the 
other a small laboratory manufactur- 
ing smallpox vaccine only, and cott 
ducted by a Japanese firm. The mu- 
nicipal laboratory, aside from niMUH 
factiiring vaccines, albo adminialtn 
the Paateur treatment for rabiea.
